Travis to iurniih information from 
the income tax returns oi the request 
o£ attornejs interes:ed in civil aad 
criminal cases, emphasires in a strik- 
ing manner the determination of the 
department to live up to the letter o£ 
the law, and to hold these reports as 
•trlctiy confidential. 


The comptroller, and also the at- 


torney general, ho!d that the legisla- 
ture intended to \ieiv the taxpayer's 
disclosure ol income as a privileged 
communication, and not to be used 
to collateral proceedings as evidence 
without the consent of the taxpayer. 
Tho wording of. the lavr is that the 
papers cannot be produced except in 
accordance with 
a proper judicial 


order. This order, the attornev general 
says, is net a subpoena signed by an 
attorney or even by a court. The Ia.w 
imposes heavy penalties on anybody 
divulging; or making known in any 
manner the particulars of the returns. 


""Only by so viewing these returns/' 


continues the attorney general, in his 
opinion, "is the necessary object at- 
tained 
of giving confidence to the 


people, and having them understand 
.that when the return is filea. no fact 
from it will ever be used against them, 
except in a case brought in connection 
with the Income Tax law.'' 


How far afield the recognition o£ 


requests of this character would bring 
the comptroller. Is forcefully stated in 
the opinion wkich announces that If
